The end came yesterday. We knew 
it had to come. But the end had been 
predicted so many times tor so many 
years while Morse soldiered on, paying 
no attention, providing good, reliable 
service for decades after it was declared 
dead... maybe some ot thought the day 
would never come. But when KPH/ 
KFS signed off the air for the last time 
yesterday it was the end of commercial 
Morse in North America. 


It was a sad day but one I knew | 
couldn’t miss, 


Tom Horstall, WASOPE and I were 
invited along with many others to be 
present at the Halt Moor Bay master 
station of Globe Wireless from which 
the final messages would be sent. J held 
in my hand two messages | hoped to 
have transmitted. They were messages 
ot greeting and tarewell trom the 
Maritime Radio Historical Suciety and 
the San Francisco Mantime Historical 
Park -typed of course with a mull on

historically correct Mackay Radio 
radiogram blanks. I secretly dared hope 
that I mysel{ might be permitted to 
send these messages. I brought along 
my favonte straight key in its carrying 
case and my radiotelegraph license just 
IN case, 


[ have visited KFS many times over the 
years. On my first visit the operating 
room had nothing but Morse positions, 
Over the years the number of com- 
puters steadily advanced as the Morse 
positions retreated to the west end of 
the building When we walked in 
yesterday both sides of the operating 
room were lined with racks holding 
sleek black computers. and monitors, 
And way dows at the end was the one 
remaining Morse operating position, 


Tom spotted him first... Paul Zell, the 
morse operator on duty. We knew him 
by his green eyeshade. All real radiote- 
lepraph operators seem to wear green 
eyeshades. Pictures | have taken at 
KFS and KPH decades ago show men 
in green eyeshades at the key or the 
Kleinschmidt. Pictures taken at those 
stations decades before that show the 
same thing, | am convinced that there 
is a secret veremony of the green 
eyeshade in which the distinctive 
headpear is varetuily placed upon the 
head of the operator newly welcomed 
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into the fraternity, This is of course a 
ceremony we have not been permitted 
to witness, a ceremony that will never 
apain take place, 


[ sat down next to Paul Zell as we 
listened to Russian and Cuban ships 
calling their respective coast stations. I 
realized that true to its nature, Morse 
will carry on in other parts of the world 
even after the keyes in North America 
are finally silent, 1 had to ask Paul the 
question... “How are you feeling about 
today?” An impossible question to 
answer but he answered it, “CW was 
my life,” he said and turned back to the 
receiver, 


More people started to arrive, @ surpris- 
ing number of reporters among them. 
But the real dignitaries in my eyes were 
the radio men and women who knew 
they had to be there on this day, Jack 
Martini, manager of KPH when it shut 
down (he intentionally left the receivers 
on when he left). Ray Smuth, hg 
operator who sent the farewell message 
when KPH at Bolinas/Pt. Reyes shut 
down. John Brundage, manager of 
KFS in its polden age of Morse: 
Denise, the first female coast station 
operator on the west coast. Rex Patter- 
aon, chief engineer at KFS tn its glory

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years. And many more. We swapped 
stories and | showed them my photo 
album. We ate from the delicious 
spread of foad provided by Peter 
Kierans of Globe Wireless. But our 
eyes kept glancing at the clack. It was 
now less than fwo hours to the end. 


I finally screwed my courage to the 
sticking place and asked Tim Gorman, 
Director of Operations, if my messages 
mught be sent and il, perhaps, | might 
be permitted to send them. Tim had 
met me only that day. I might be a 
furnble-tisted. lid for all he knew, And 
he was busy with the press and with all 
the details of the ceremony. “We'll 
see...” he said. And thal was enough 
for me, 


Now the final transmissions trom 
WCC/WNU began. We copied them 
off the air. The room fell silent. | 
noticed one man in particular, He was 
probably the oldest person there ‘sur 
had a presence that we used to call 
“spry”. He had a guick laugh and 
twinkling eye. | watched him now. He 
stood leaning torward, eyes closed, as 
the sound washed over him... drinking 
in... the Morse. He was a pioneer 
Operator, the genuine article, no doubt 
about it. | wanted to meet him, to ask 
his name at least. But of course | 
couldn’t possibly interrupt his reverie. 


Paul Zell sent the first of the RFS/KPH 
sign off messages trom the local posi- 
ton. Again we were all silent and when 
he finshed... there was a round of 
applause! Applause for a radiofele- 
graph operator! Well deserved 
applause, deserved by every radiotele- 
graph operator everywhere. applause 
unheard for 40 years. Paul made a 
small, embarrassed nod ot his head, 
accepting the trisute tor bumself and for 
all the operators on all the ships and a! 
ai] the coast stations over the years. 


Then he copied the last commercial 
message KFS would receive, trom the 
Liberty ship Jeremiah O'Brien/RXCH 
on 500ke. The op on the O'Bnen said 
he would standby untd 15 past the 
hour. Zell replied “better make that 13 
past, OM.” The operator on the 
O'Brien understood and said that yes, 
he would observe the silent périod - 
which of course is no longer required 
by reguiahan but is absolutely required 
by tradinon. Then Paul said thai he'd 
standby “on 6” The crowd got a hip 
Kjek Out iol that - GU meters instead 
Sikes, Subtle, but all ihe more mean 
ingtul tor that. 


| saw Tim approaching me across the 
room. “Get your key...” 
your key! Holy mackerel, they were 
going to let me do it! So I got out the 
key, gathered up my messages, and 
plugged in. But then I realized: the hest 
Morse operators in the country... the 
best Morse operators in the world, 
probaly... woul be ustening to every 
dot aad dosh I sent! They would ie tes 
polite to say anything it I tlubhes at ot 
course... bul they and [ and everyone 
else in the room and al! the ships al sea 
would know! My palms started to 
sweat at that thought but there was no 
turning back now. | took Paul Zell's 
seat, | sent a couple i! Vs to see if there 
was sie tone in the ‘phones. The knob 
on the key was loose! I hghtened that 
up... and began to send. 


he said, Get 


] sent the first’ message from the 
Maritime Radio Histancal Soviety and 
all went well. Then I signed the station 
calls. “de KPH/KFS". Tom and a tew 
others noticed rhar I sent KPH first and 
understood why. Then thé zecond mes. 
sage trom the Sat Praneiseo Maritime 
Historica! Park. And the calls again. 
followed by my “sine”... and K. I had 
Otten through it! And there was 2 
round of applause for me! Thoroughly 
undeserved but very much appreciated. 
Someone even said, “Nice fist”. High 


praise indeed in that crowd. 


Then the final messages trom KFS/ 
KPH began. Paul Zell sent the first 
ones. Then Tim Gorman sat down and 
proved himself to be much more than 
just @ competent manager, He sent the 
final message in meticulous Morse 
using the chrome-plated Vibroplex, sig- 
ned off with “What hath God 


wrought”... then SK... and it was over. 


There were wet eyes in that room, 
mine among them I heard more than 
one tough-looking old umer mumble, 
"] didn’t think it would get to me, 
suf...’ and then turn away, 


I had one turtner item on my agenda: 
fo get my heense endorsed showing me 
48 an Operator at KRFS/RPH on the last 
day of North American Morse. Once 
again Tim Gorman showed himself to 
be a gracious and understanding man 
as he took pen in hand to write 
“satistactory” in the blank prowided for 
Operator evaluation om the back of the 


iveénse and ddd tis sipMarure. 


Finally it was time to go. I gathered up 
my key and my photos and my papers 
amd shook hands once more with all 
the great men and women who were 
there, And finally we were heading 
north on highway | with the beautiful 
Pacitic sunset on our left and the preen 
doastal hills on the right. "That was one 
helluva day," Tom said. “Yep,” | 
apreed,

portion of the bridge deck. There was a 
narrow door connecting the fwo rooms 
that was out of sight behind the radio 
room door whenever the radio room 
door was fully opened. On earlier 
occasions when the radio room had 
been “sealed” no one had entered my 
stateroom. If they entered thé radio 
room they would have tound the door 
tully opened and hooked back against 
the bulkhead concealing the presence 
of the secoind door, | never volunteered 
this information to the authorities as 
found it Most convenient to Rave acces

After clearing the room of cameras and 
two or three personal radios, | bepan 
standing a listening watch, tested my

transmitters and checked the batteries, 
auto-alarm etc, for the tnp back across 
the South Atlantic. 


It was on the second night out of 
Freetown when | was awakened by a 
crew member shouting, “Get on the 
bridge, the mate needs help, there's 
someone blinking at us!” I jumped into 
a pair of trousers and hurried through 
the wheelhouse to the starboard wing 
of the bridge where the second mate 
was staring at a fast-blinking signal light 
off the starboard bow. By the time | 
reached for our blinker light key 
beneath the bnidpe sail, Captain Wing 
appeared in pajamas, bathrobe and 
slippers from his quarters on the deck

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below. In the darkness it was difficult to 
make out the vessel that was signalling 
but from the intensity of the light 
source I knew instantly it had to be a 
naval vessel. | hit my key a few strokes 
and his dit-dah-dit-dah attention-getting 
rhythm stopped and he asked the usual 
question, “WHAT SHIP?” | relayed 
this to the Captain who replied, “WHO 
IN HELL WANTS TO KNOW?” 


By this time it was apparent who 
wanted to know! Looming alongside a 
few hundred yards away was the most 
formidable naval vessel | had ever 
seen; at least from our vantage point. 
Standing some fifty feet above us with 
all her starboard side guns trained on 
us stood the newly launched British 
cruiser PRINCE OF WALES. (No, her 
namie was not engraved on her hull and 
it was not until later that we found her 
identity), By this tume I had exchanged 
the usual information wa blinker which 
consisted of the name of our vessel 
“M/S JOSIAH MACY/HPFE bound 
Aruba from Freetown under ballast.” 


We had stopped engines as requested 
and waited for some reply from the 
cruiser. After what seemed like a long 
wait, but was probably only a few 
minutes, an officer on the bridge of the 
cruiser shouted to us through his bull- 
horn, “Sorry to have stopped you, 
Cheerio, be on your way,” and the 
sigoalman sent me the ever famuliar 
“OVG" (International signal code for 
Bon Voyage). 


As I mentioned we did not know at the 
time the entity of the naval vessel that 
had stopped us but some time later | 
heard news reports that the newly 
constructed cruiser “Pance Of Wales” 
had slipped out Scotland, eluded the 
German U-Boat fleet and safely made 


it to Australia where she joined the 
fighting against the Japanese. 


This was the first of two successive 
incidents that took place on our return 
voyage to Aruba. Two days later I was 
in the radio room on watch at about 2 
P.M. ship time when I heard a whine 
overhead followed by a deep “thud” 
and within seconds another of the same 
and @ shout from the bridge, “Some- 
body's shooting at us, Captain.” 


Captain Wing, who, had been sunning 
himself on his deck below, could be 
seen bounding up the ladder to the 
bridge wing. There was a great com- 
motion on deck below where several 
sailors were painting. The captain called 
through the speaking tube and told me 
to stand by for a possible distress, By 
now all three mates were on the bridge 
and | could hear the bells of the engine 
room telegraph ringing for someone to 
answer the telephone from the bridge. I 
could tell from the sun’s shadows that 
we had suddenly altered course some 
45 degrees to the south and seard the 

sesels: mick up @ txt more speed. No 
vessel had yet been sighted. It was one 
of those lazy, hazy days with quite 
limited visibility and the sea was quite 
calm with gently rolling swells and no 
white caps. The second mate teported 
seeing a flash off the starboard bow 
when the second shot was fired It 
appeared to come trom a low-lying 
object hardly weible through the must. 
We conjectured later that we had 
probably surprised a German sub 
which was takinp advantage of the poor 
visibility and calm sea fo surface and 
charge batrenes. 


We never heard a third shot. By now | 
had fired bp the Lorenz shortwave 
transmitter and had contact with WCC 
at Chatham, Massachusetts and told 
ium to stand by tor a possible distress 
and passed him our noon posion, 
course and speed, We were all on pins 


and needles for the remainder of that 
afternoon, but when we heard no more 
from the sub, the Captain had the mate 
resume course and posted extra look- 
outs for the might: I had explained the 
shelling to the operator at WCC who 
would check with me every fifteen 
munutes. When we resumed course and 
speed I so notitied him and thanked 
him for his vigilance. | don’t think 
anyone clept toc well that night and 
most of the crew quartered below 
decks remained topside with their mat- 
tresses. Nothing turther was heard trom 
our surprise “visitor”. 


The remeining voyage to the Leeward 
Islands went without incident, On the 
8th day I noticed that my call, HPFE, 
was appearing on the WCC traffic list. | 
took the message which diverted our 
ship from Aruba to Canpito, Vene- 
zuela, where we were to load crude for 
Buenos Aires. 


As we passed through the strait bet 
ween Trmdad and Grenada we were 
challenged ty the Freneh submarine 
guarding the strait. Tins was not a new 
expenence. Later | learned that this 
same sub was sunk by an armed Allied 
merchantmen who was unable to make 
Out the colors on the conning tower. 
The French submarine did have the 
bad habit of surfacing quite unexpec- 
tedly dead ahead of an approaching 
vessel, 


The sews that we were going into 
Canpito caused a rumble through the 
crew, Canpita was a crude oil dock 
some sight hours sail up the San Juan 
River out of the Gulf of Paria. Here 
there Way no shore leave, no town, 
nothing but @ loading dock surrounded 
by jungle | had been here several 
limes. 


As we entered the Gulf of Pana and 
anchored to pick up our river pilot, the

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rumblings among the crew grew louder 
and the words “sit-down-strike” and 
“war bonus” were heard. To tie up the 
loading facility at Caripito seemed good 
strategy as only one ship at a time 
could be serviced here, 


But that is another story - for another 
issue. (Mac, WOAP, 1001-P)

Goldwater Ham Station To 
Become Museum Exhibil 


(from the American Radio Relay 
League bulletin of August 6, 1999) 


The well-known ham station of the late 
Sen Barry Goldwater, (SOWP 0800- 
HN)K7UGA, 1s being donated to the 
Anzona Historical Sovety for display as 
a museum exhibit. The Society plans to 
set Up the massive station console and 
equipment "as the late Senator used 
it,” said Reba Wells Grandrud, director 
of the Society's Central Anzona Dwi- 
s10n. 


Current plans call tor the K7UGA 
station equipment and consdle to he 
moved trom the Goldwater home in 
Paradise Valley, Anzona, and reassem- 
bled at the Society's museum in Tempe 
sometime during the next year. Details 
are still bemg worked out 


“We're just delighted,” Grandrud said. 
“We felt it was very appropriate to 
have this Here.” 


Goldwater's station and massive 
antenna system were used to complete 
thousands of phone patch messages for 
troops during the Vietnam War. The 


antennas have been dismantled and 
sold, and will not be a part of the 
museum exhibit. 


The museum intends to display the 
station intact and hopes to recreate the 
look and fee! of the orginal Goldwater 
ham shack through the use of digital 
photographie techmiques. While it's un- 
likely the station itself would be opera- 
tional, she said the museum might 
“simulate” an operating setup for the 
sake of visitors, 


Goldwater died May 29, 1998, Gran- 
drud said she approached Goldwater's 
widow, Susan, about having the 
museum--a state apency~acquire the 
K7UGA station for display. 


Grandrud could not say if the exhibit 
would be a permanent one but said 
Goldwater's station would be main- 
tained as part of the museum's collec- 
tion.

AN OT’S STORY 
J. Harold “Gib” Gibson 
SOWP 3977-P, W9PQO 
interviewed by 
Fred W. Field 
SOWP 3875-V, K6lHY 


I was born January 3, 1916 in Chicago, 
IL My father was James Leroy Gibson, 
He was an carly ham who had « 
kilowatt spark station, 9JL operating in 
1910, betore amateurs were formally 
licensed. Although he shut the station 
down before I was born, | had an early 
awareness of his prior ham activity 
because of the big multi-wire antenna 
(end-fed flattop with spreaders) which 
was still prominently towering over our 
house. We lived at 5626 Ridge Ave. in 
the section on north side Chicago called 
Edgewater. In 1924 we moved trom 
that house to 110 W. Kenilworth Ave., 
Villa Park, IL.

[ first got personally involved in radio 
in 1926 at the age of 10, Like a lot of 
other kids in that time, I set out to 
make a crystal set, When my father 
learned of my interest, he took me 
down in the basement where he had 
his old radio gear stored. There he dug 
out a vanometer, This was a well-built 
one with the internal rotating coil 
wound on a bakelite ball. He also fired 
me up with 2 silicon detector. This was 
probably when the bug /sit. For the first 
time | paid rea! attention to ins fascinat- 
ing old pear - 1 especially remember the 
big antenna coil which was pancake- 
wound and had movable taps. 


I had 4 lot of fun with the crystal set. 
At that ame in the Chicago area we 
had broadcast stations WBBM, WGN, 
WJAZ, WLS, WMAQ, WTAM and 
KYW, 

I got @ lot of early insmuation from 
Frank Roman, W9GS, a nearby ham 
who then lived in Elmhurst, IL, He had 
a pretty elaborate phone rig which used 


a pair of 852 triodes modulated with 
another pair of 852s. High voltage de 
came from a motor generator. He had 
a commercial receiver, a Pilot Super 
Wasp. This was the first time I partici- 
pated in operating a station, 


Later I started experimenting with tube 
circuits, My first serious receiver was 
the customary homemade regenerative 
detector with one stage of transformer 
coupled audio. Both tubes were type 
199. The plate current for the audic 
amplifier ran might through the head- 
phones. About 1930 1 built my first 
transmitter, This was a TNT circuit 
using 2 single type TIA with about 135 
volts on the plate, My antenna was an 
off-center ted hertz which was clipped 
onto the tank col through a capacitor, 
During this time I got a lot of help and 
inspiration from Maleolm H. Romberg, 
WYBE. He died about 1950. Like most 
youngsters starting out in those days |

couldn't resist the temptation to pet n 
the air. | went on 80 meters to work 
another unlicensed teenager, Tohle 5. 
Kane. 


I finally took the FCC test in 1933 at 
age 17. Three months later, my ticket 
arrived and I was lepally on the air with 
the W9PQO call. Tohle Kane took the 
tes the same day [ did, but flunked the 
written part. He eventually did get 
heensed about 1934 or 1935 with the 
call, WIRNB. He didn’t stay active and 
this call wae eventually reassigned, 
Tohle had a career in aviation and 
became a pilot for United Arrlines. In 
his later years he moved to Oregon, got 
active again and about 1959 became 
K7TAW, Tohle was listed as a silent 
key in the 1996 callbook, 


In 1934 the country was facing some 
hard times with no jobs available 
anywhere, That year, at the age of 18, ] 
joined up for a 2-year hitch with the 
Civilian Conservation Corps. (the 
CCCs). | was sent to St. Louis, MO 
where | operated Army station WVV 
at Jefferson Barracks. Later [ operated 
CCC headquarters station WUG] at 
Decatur, I!., While in St, Louis I passed 
the tests for my commercial lickets. To 
My gfeat surprise and joy, the inspector 
told me that passing the commercial 
test entitled me to an automatic 
upgrade to Class A on my ham license, 


In 1936, with my CCC service conclu- 
ded, I returned to Chicago where Mal 
Romberg helped me pet my first radio 
job doing transmutter watch at WBBM. 


In 1937 | went to work tor the 
Michigan Asscerated Telephone Com- 
pany and moved to Coldwater, ML 
There [ was the southern stock keeper 
and also worked on the carrier equip- 
ment, In those days you were lucky to 
have a job and I was glad to do 


anything that needed to be done. 


As a result of the move to Michigan 
my ham call got changed to W8UOR. 
In Coldwater 1 made fmends with 
Carroll Kenyon, W8DUH. He was in 
QSO with Hawau on Dee. 7, 1941 and 
called to tell me about the Japanese 
attack. The last station | worked pre- 
war was W8EW in Grand Rapids on 
7200 Ke, 


I met my wife, Donna Mead on a blind 
date Sept. 1934 in Quincy, MI. We 
were married Jan. 31, 1933, She died 
April 11, 1981. She was a great lady! 
We had a son born April 26, 1940 who 
died as a baby and is burned in South 
Haven, MI. Our daughter, Donna was 
born Feb. 9. 1942. 


In 1937 I bad jomed the Naval 
Reserve. In 1942 the Naw activated 
me and | was sent to Oak Ridge, TN. 
There | did technical work for Profes- 
sor Frederick E, Terman, who was on 
leave from Stanford University where 
he was well-known for his radio 
engineering textbooks and handbooks, 


In 1945, with the war over, | go! my 
discharge. Soon after | was employed 
by Indiana-Michigan Electne Co. in 
South Bend, IN as a carrier current 
engineer. Later | was made head ol the 
communications departmen| and even- 
tually became supervising engineer. 


The move to South Bend put me back 
in the 9th District, and | was able to pet 
back my old call, W9PQO, 


In 1949 | met Wes Schaum, W9DYV 
He was one of the early proponents of 
amateur SSB and founded Central 
Electronics in Chicago, an early manu- 
tacturer ot specialized SSB equipment. 
I got intensely interested in this new 
technology and soon had an SSB rig ot 
my own on the air. Is 1952 [ was ona 
het of 200 hams active on SSB 


One of my vivid ham tadio memories 


in South Bend was the day I talked to 
Air Force Gen, Curtis Lemay, 
W6EZV, while he was flying over our 
city. I knew of his interest in SSB and 
when I asked him a technical question, 
he handed the mike over to Art 
Collins, WOCXX who was in the 
cockpit right next to him. Art and Wes 
Schaum were pioneers in bringing SSB 
into ham radio, Art was a tirm believer 
in the filter method of SSB generation, 
while Wes favored the phasing method. 
We early SSB enthusiasts enjoyed lis- 
tening to the many heated discussions 
they had on the air. 


I retired from Inchana-Michigan Elec- 
tne on Jan. 1, 1981, My wife, Donna 
died soon after. Then in 1984 I went to 
ive with my daughter in Minneapolis/ 
St. Paul. After 6 years there we moved 
to Springfield, MO for one year. 


In my years as a widower | developed 
& close and lasting friendship with 
Nellie Yoder of South Bend. Nellie’s 
son, Ron (now deceased) was RITXF. 
Through our relationship, Nellie 
became senocusly interested in ham 
radio herself and became N9RAP. She 
is an avid CW operator and we stay in 
touch on 20 meters while I] am staying 
with my daughter Donna Parrish, 
RAYSZU tn California trom November 
through Aoril There | work 80, 40 and 
20 meters CW using an Icom 751 anda 
tw2-ft. GSRV nailed up under the 
eaves. [ also have a backup Kenwood 
TS-¥) and a Heath SB-20) power 
amp. if needed. Most of the time I run 
about 3 watts, ususally on 14,060 Ke,

extending worldwide. 


DATE/TIME: The Roundup will begin at 1901 Eastern Standard Time, Thursday, December 9, 1999 (0001 UTC December 
10) and will end 51 hours later at 2200 EST, Saturday, December 11, 1999, (0300 UTC Sunday, December 12). This time 
period accomodates members who are unable to participate on weekdays (Wed., Thur., Friday only) including our overseas 
members. No participant should feel compelled to operate fora period longer or shorter than he or she wishes. 


PREQUENCIES: Five amateur bands, 3.5 MHz; 7 MHz; 14 MHz; 21 MHz, and 28 MHz will be used. A ten (10) kHz 
portion is allocated at S0 to 60 KHz up from the low end of the bands. Example: 7,050 KHz to 7,060 KHz. Note: Listen for 
"DX" stations +/- 5 KHz above and/or below these segments. 


MESSAGE EXCHANGE: Message content shall be as follows 
NR. Your SOWP membership number without suffix: (M, V, P, SGP, etc.) 
Your First name or Nickname 
Location: Your State, Province or Country 
EXAMPLE: NR 783 W4HU John VA (Sent)

NOTE: NO CONTACT or QSO NUMBERS SHOULD BE SENT. 


SCORING: Each completed exchange with another SOWP member will count ONE (1) POINT. However, if you contact the 
same station on three (3) or more bands, add three (3) points to your overall total point seore for each station so contacted. We 
encourage greater use of 45 MHz and 7 MHz. Look for contacts on these bands during the first 15 minutes of each hour 
during band openings.

Greetings trom Anzona’s Hi Desert: 


Fort Huachuca was founded in 1877, 
site picked by a Captain Whitside high 
in the foothills of the Huachuca moun- 
tains because of abundant water supply 
and timber, Sole purpose of the Fort. 
originally Camp Huachuca, was to 
drive the Chiricahua Apache off their 
lands. Original camp Was run by white 
brass in charge of Negro troopers and 
non-coms. Starting pay was #13 a 
month and a miserable existence. 
Desertion was not uncommon, The 
extensive use of the Hellograph keep 
ing track of Indian movement was a 
prime factor in their defeat and being 
sent to the Florida swampland by a 
Col, Nelson Miles. 


During WW2 the Post was a staging 
area tor Nepro WAC, After the War 
the Post closed down for a few years 
hut reopened when ir was discovered a 
prime location for an electronics pro: 
Ving ground 


Currently it 1s a huge communications! 
electronics complex, home of the 11th 


Signal Birgade and home of the Army's 
Intellipence Center & School, 


If 1 could go back 25 years, I would 
apply as code instructor because the 
Post has continued to teach Morse, but 
retirement life is much easier than 
petting up and going to work each 
morning. 


1 didn’t known Sergeant Hill (received 
Fort Huachuca’s Distinguished Instruc- 
tor of the Year for 1998) was the 
Morse instructor until | read the article 
in the Huachuca Scout, the Post weekly 
paper. | contacted the writer who also 
happens to be one of the honchos for 
the Scout and he gave me permission 
to sent it to SOWP for publication after 
I explained my own background and 
the interest it would impart to old time 
members of SOWP.
